| lings for every Qunce; and that no Gold or Silver- 
Thread, Lace, Fringe, or other Work made thereof,

* War, The Ship I was in was call'd the St, |Fer- + 
* nando, of 60 Guns: * 6,000 Men ſhipp'd

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© at that Time, and we were landed at Port Spezzia 
in Genoa : They told us we were going to fight 
© againſt the Germans. The whole Number of 
© Forces, when joined by the French and Neapolitan, 
© was to amount to 60,000 Men, to be headed by the

© man, Before we marched out of the Dominions ot 
© the Genseſe, Orders were publiſhed, that what Man

We had the following Account by an Extract of a 
Letter from Dunlier in the County of Loww, dated 
the 15th Nov. 1742. Laſt Week, as Mr. Dong 
his Brother, and ſome others, were in purſuit of the 
Tories who infeft this County, and were returning 
home late in the Evening after having given up the 
Thoughts of ſucceeding, four of the Rogues ruſh'd out 
of a Ditch. into the Road, and one of them, whoſe 
Name was Dayly, Captain. of the Gang, advanced 
with a Piſtol in one Hand, and a Cutteau in the 
other, and called out to Mr. Donald/on, and ordered 
him and his Company to ſtand, tie one another, 
Mr. Donaldſon anſwered he would, and immediately 
alighted: Upon which, Dayly coming up to bim, Mr. 
Donaldſon perceiving the Boſom of his Shirt, which 
was all that he could diſcern the Night being very 
dark, he kneeled on one Knee, and pointing his Gun 
juſt under the Neck of his Horſe, fired at the Part he 
could ſee, and drove a Ball and a Quantity of Swan- 
ſhot quite thro* his Body; upon which Dayly cried out 
he was gone, darted his Cutteau at Mr. Done/d/on with 
all his Force, which miſſed him and fuck. deep into 
the Ground at a ſmall Diſtance from. him, and he 
then falling flat upon bis Back, expired. His Qawps- 
nions, as ſoon as they heard the Shot, fired a Musket 
at Random among the Gentlemen, which happily did 
no Darnage, and then took to their Heels. A Servant

The Perſons concerned in the Murder, were Jobn

and to the Sailors aboard a Ship, when in danger of be- 
ing caſt away) that he aſſiſted ro murder his Brother, 
and blind Dominick Bodkin, who was executed for the 
Murder of old Bodkin. Another Bodkin was faſt aſleep 
till the Murder was over, but knew it afterwards ; 
and there is great Probability that old Bedkin his Fa- 
ther likewiſe knew it. 

From Dublin we had the following Account dated 
_ 24. We. hear from Cork, that Pierce Keating, 

1mothy Danavan, Cornelius Sullivan, and Peter: Sulli- 
van, Crew of the Ship Hanna, who were tried there 
by a Commiſſion of the High Court of Admiralty the 
12th Inſtant, and convicted of the atrocious Murder 
of their Captain Mr. George Clark, on the High Sea, 
the 23d of Auguſt laſt, on board the ſaid Ship, bound 
from thence for Beſon in New-England, were hang d 
and quartered for the ſame at Paſſage near Cork, Sa- 
turday laſt the 17th Inſtant. They confeſſed that they 
entered into a Combination to murder their Maſter, 
and run away with the Ship and Cargo, and diſpoſe 
of the ſame, and divide the Money fo ariſing by the 
Sale of them; and the better to perpetrate the ſame, 
they ſwore Secreſy, and to be true to each other. All 
Things being ſettled between them, they ordered the 
Cabbin-Boy, one Patrick Fitzgerald, to tell the Cap- 
tain, that they ſaw a Squawl of Wind coming, and to 
deſire the Captain to haſten on Deck; three of the 
execrable Villains ſtood at the Cabbin Door, the one 
with a Hatchet in his Hand, and the other with an 
Iron Crow or Iron Bar, and a third with a Mallet, and 
as ſoon as he came out of the Cabbin, they all drove 
at him, moſt barbarouſly killed him, and ſtripped him 
of his Cloaths, a Set of Gold Buttons, Money, &c. 
then dragged him with a Rope about his Neck to the 
Ship's Side, and threw him overboard into the Sea. 
Afterwards they went into the Cabbin, and ſtri red i 
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of all Things that were valuable; then conſulted to 
carry Ship and Cargo to France or Spain, and there 
to diſpoſe of both. They having only one Sailor on 
board, could not navigate her, ſo were drove into 
Bantry, where they were reſolved to make Affidavit, 
that the Ship's Boom knocked the Captain over-board 
into the Sea, and that was the Way he was loſt, The 
Cabbin-Boy getting on Shore before any other of the 
Crew, got into the Company of Madam Hutcheſon, 
Wife of Samuel Hatebeſon, - {q; before whom they 

rent mow. ing to make the Affidavit, and declared to her 
the whole Fact and Villainy; on which ny” _—_ 
ſecured and committed to Jail. 

The Heads of the above Malefactors were cut off; 
and ſtuck up on the Sides of the River in the moſt + 
proper Places. 

Theſe atrocious Crimes I take the more particular No- 
tice of, - becauſe they confirm an Obſervation I have 
often made, That in low Life, Villainy is generally 
the Effect of want of Common Senſe; for ſuch Vil- 
hins'can bope to eſcape Puniſhment no other Way 
but by Concealment, and yet they often commit ſuch 
Crimes, or commit them in ſuch a bungling Manner, 
that if they had common Senſe they could not fo much 
as hope for a Concealment, This Obſervation may 
be made upon the atrocious Criminals in every Coun- 
try, but it occurs more frequently in fu; I book 
lee, n in any other Country.

The General purſued the 
Shamiards for near a Mile, and halted. at an advan- 
tageous Piece of Ground till the Guard came up, when 
he poſted the Highlanders on the Right, and the 
Guard upon the Left of the Road, conceal'din a Wood, 
with a large Savannah or Meadow in their Front, oyer 
which the Spaniards muſt paſs to come to Frederice. 
After that he returned, and ordered the 3 
Rangers, and Companies of Boatmen to march. Whilſt 
they were preparing, we heard Platoons firing. The Ge- 
neral immediately got on Horſeback, and riding that 
Way, met three Platoons on the Left coming back in 
ou Diſorder, who gave him an Account, that they

\ Fuly the 'toth. This Day was ſpent in going on 
vi the Works, and ſend 5 3 the 
Spaniards. The Indians brought in one Priſoner and 
ſeveral Scalps. Fuly 11. This Day the Spaniſh Fleet 
came higher up the River, and one Galley with 100 
Men on board, and two Half Gallies, rowed up' with 
the Tide of Flood for the Town. The General imme- 
diately detached a Party of the Indians to lie in Am- 
buſcade in the Woods, left the Enemy at the fame 
Time ſhould attack by Land when they attack by Wa- 


ter; he alſo ordered our Boats to be manned, viz. 
Iwo Scout-Boats, and two Small Boats; then lining 


the Banks and the Sides of the Works round the 
Town (which are yet unfiniſhed) with Men and Small 
Arms, he went to the Fort, and himſelf ſaw the Guns 
and Haubitzers pointed, and fired ſo warmly upon the 
Spaniſh Veſſels, that they ſeemed diſabled; upon 


which the General immediately went on board his 


Cutter, and rowed towards them with the Boats; they 
turned and rowed with great Precipitation to. their 
Fleet, which lay about fix Miles below the Town. 
The General purſued them about three Miles, and then 


returned the ſame Evening with the Tide of Ebb. The 


whole Spaniſh Fleet fell down to the Mouth' of the 
Sound, about twelve Miles from the Town, quite 
out of Sight of the Town, The ſame Day a' High- 
lander, who had been miſſing ever ſince es 
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Fight, came in with a Priſoner; he had loſt himſelf 
in the Woods purſuing the Spaniards, of whom be 
killed five, a Sixth Priſoner, and with much 
Difficulty found his Way to the Town. The General 
ve him new Cloathing from Head to Foot, twenty 
ilings Reward, and appointed him Corporal. Ju- 
h 12. The General having Intelligence that there was 
a till Silence in the Spanyb Camp, and a great Damp 
among the Men, ordered 300 picked Men of the Re- 
iment, the Higbland Company, and two of the 
Troops of Rangers, to be ready, and marched at four 
in the Evening within two Miles of the Spanib 
Camp, where he halted, and ordered a Party to ad- 
yance and view the Enemy's Poſture, in order to at- 
tack them; when unfortunately a Frenchman, who 
had come down, pretending himſelf a Voluntier, with 
ſome of the Parties, fired his Piece, and deſerted to 
the Spantards ; upon which the General finding his 
Purpoſe diſcovered, ordered the Drums to beat the 
Grenadiers March, and returned to 3 13. 
The General ſent out Scouts by Land and Water, to 
ſee What could diſcover, „4 are not yet returned. 
Jabn Milledge arrived from the Darien with an Ex- 
is from Savannah. The General has inted 
2 t Hugh Mackay, and Lieutenant Maxwell, 
his Aid de during this Invaſion; and. Lieu · 
tenant Sutherland, Brigade Major ; and Serjeant Stewart, 
Enkgn, in Regard to their brave Bebaviour in the Fight. 
And at laſt we had a full Account of this Affair pub» 
liſhed in our Gazette, as drawn out by Lieutenant 
Patrick Sutherland, of General Oglethorpe's Regi- 
ment, after his Arrival here, he having been ſent Ex- 
upon the Occaſion; bur being taken in his

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and reinforced Fort William, where he left one of the 
Boats he had with him. ; 

He Having laid an Embargo on all the Veſſels in the 
Harbour, tool Capt. Thompyjor's' Ship, which mounted 
20 Guns, into the King's Service, and manned her out 
of the ſmall Veſſels which were of no Force; he alſo 
called in the Highland Company from Darien, Capt. 
Carr's Company of Marines, and the Rangers from 
where they were differently detached, and ſent Mr. 
Mullryne to Carolina to get all the Men he could. 
The 28th of June the Spaniſb Fleet came to Anchor 
off St. Simon's Bar, who were diverted from coming in 
or landing any of their Troops for ſeveral Days, in which 
Time the General raiſed another Troop of Rangers, and: 
by rewarding thoſe who did extraordinary Duty, and 
promiſing great Encouragement to all who ſhould ſig- 
nalize themſelves on this Occaſion, - he t up the 
Spirits of the People, and increaſed their Numbers 


| The 5th of Fuly, with the Tide of Flood, and a briſk. 

Gale, 36 Sail of Spanif6 Veſſels entered St. Simon's Har- 
bour, nine of which were large Topmaſt Veſſels; we 
received them with a briſk Fire from our Batteries and 
Ships, hulled ſeveral of them with our 18 Pounders 
from the Fort, and our four Pounders from the lower, 
Battery. The Spani/þ Commodore on board a Ship of 
22 Guns, with a Settee with an 18 Pounder, and two 
nine Pounders in her Bow, attempted to board Capt. 
Thompſon's Ship, but he wich his great Guns, Captain 
Carr with his Company of Marines, and Lieutenant 
Mall, and Enſign Oterbridge, with a Party of che Re- 
giment, made ſo brave a Defence, that the Spaniards 
were / obliged to retire with Loſs. A Snow of 16 
Carriage Guns at the ſame Time atteropted to board 
our Guard Schooner, but was alſo repulſed by Captain 
Dunbar. The Engagement laſted. upwards of. three 
Hours, in which Engagement the Enemy loſt 17 Men, 
Sj They paſſed all our Veſſels 

and proceeded up the River, on which the General 
held a Council of War at the Head of his Regiment, 


where it was -the Opinion of the Whole immediate 


to march up to Frederica for the Defence of chat 
Place.

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Regiment to mareb, and ordered all the Troops that 
were on board the Veſſels to come aſhore, and directed 
Captain Thompſon with the Guard Schooner- and Prize 
Sloop, to make the beſt of their Way to Charles Town, 
and this was all done in Sight of the Enemy: 
The General, during this Action, being obliged to be 
ſometimes on Shipboard, ſometimes at the Batteries, and 
to act as Engineer, found himſelf under a Neceſſity of 
having a Lieutenant- Colonel with the Regiment; he 
therefore appointed Major Alexander Heron Lieutenant- 
Colonel, in the Abſence of Lieutenant Colonel Cot, 
who was alſo Engineer, and whoſe Sub- Engineer hav- 
ing attended him to Charles-Town, was alſo abſent, 
Late at Night the General arrived at Frederica, after 
having deſtroyed all the Stores at St. Simon's, and ſunk 
the Veſſels that might be of Uſe to the Enemy, and 
rendered the Guns incapable of Service, and ordered 
the Weunded to be carried off on. Horſeback. That 
Night the Enemy landed their Forces on a dry Marſh, 
about a Mile and a half from the Camp, under Cover 
of their great Guns. They lay all that Night under 
rns, and the next Morning took Poſſeſſion of the 
-emp Which we left. About Noon the Creek In- 
dians brought us five Spaniſb Priſoners, from whom 
we had Intelligence, that Don Manuel de Monteans, 


Governor of St. Auguſtine, commanded in Chief the 


Expedition; and that Major General Antenzo de Ro- 
dondo, chief Engineer, and two Brigadiers, came with 
the Forces from Cuba: That their whole Number 
confilted of about 5000, and that the Night before 
they bad landed about 4300 Men ; one of the Priſoners 
the General ſent with Mr. Bedon to Charles- Town. 

" The 7th-of Juh, about nine in the Morning, a 
Ranger of the Patrole ht an Account, that the 
Enemy were marching within a Mile and half of the 
Town; ' whereupon; the General immediately ordered 
four Platoons of the Regiment to march, and in the 
mean Time went himſelf with the Highland Com- 
pany, who were then under Arms, The Iadiant and 
a Party of Rangers came up with the-Enemy about a 
Mile from the Town, as they were entering the Sa- 
vatnah, to take Poſſeſſion of a Ditch they had a Mind 
to uſe as an Intrenchment, but the Enemy were - 
3 1 tac 
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tacked! ſo briskly; that the General foon overcame 
them; moſt of their Party. which conſiſted of 140 
of their beſt Woodſmen and 40 Iuainns, being eithet 
killed or taken Priſoners. The. General took two 
Priſoners: with his 'own Hands. Lieutenant Screges, 
of the Rangers took in S-baftianBachio Priſoner, 
who comtnanded the Party. T aanabows being ſhot 
through his right Arm by Captain Maeleto, drew his 


Piſtol with the left; and ſtor him thtough the Head. 


The General purſued the Enemy near two Miles, and 
halted — an advantageous — 34 until the 
Party of the Regiment came up: He poſted them with 
the Highlanders ina Wood with a large Savannah or 
Meadow in their Front, over which the Spaniards muſt 
paſs in their Way to Frederic; after which he haſtned 
back to Frederica, and ordeted the Rangers and Com- 
pany of Boatmen to make ready. In the mean Time 
two Companies of Grenadiers of 50 Men each, and 
200 more of the-Enemy's beſt Troops came up with 
Shouts and Drums beating. Whereupon the General 
hearing Platootis firing, imm made Haſte that 
Wey, and moet three of the Platoons, who in the 
Smoak and drizling Rain had retreated in Diſorder; 
and the Fire continuing, he ordered his Men to rally 
and follow him, who haſtening on, found that Lieu- 
tenant Sutherland with his Platoon, and Lieutenant 
Charles Mackay with the Highlanders, had entirely 
defeated the ſaid 300 of the Enemy. In which Ac- 
tion Don Antonia Barba was made Priſoner, and mor- 
tally wounded ; ſeyeral others were killed, and 'two 
Grenadiers were taken Priſoners. Captain Demeret 
and Enſign-G:ibbon rallied their Platoons, and came up to 
the Ground,” Captain Carr with his Company of 
Marines, and Lieutenant Cidogan with a Party of the 
Regiment, came up at the ſame Time, and were fol- 
lowed by. Major Heron with the Body of the Regi+ 
ment, both Actions the Enemy loſt two Captains, 
one Lieutenant, two Serjeants, two Drums, and about 
160 private Men; and one Captain and 19 Men were 


taken Priſoners. The General with the Regiment 
halted all Night about a Mile and a half from the E-

General having advanced with a Party of Indians be-

Tube gth and 10th of July, all Hands were employed 
in the Works at Frederica, and the Indians brought us 
in ſome Scalps and Priſoners. | 

The 11th of Fuly, a Settee and two Quarter Galleys 
came within Gun · ſhot of the Town; bur, on our fir- 
ing ſome Guns and Bombs from the Fort, and the Ge- 
neral going towards them with his Boats, they returned 
to their Fleet, and, with the reſt, drew up in Line of 

Battle. The next Morning, being the 12th of July, an 
Engliſh Priſoner eſcaped from them, who informed 
that the Enemy on their Landing had reſolved to give 
no Quarter; but from the 1 8 Grenadiers were 
defeated, they were 2” mm error, and intrenched 
themſelves, and given Orders that no one ſhould go 
without their Centinels for fear of being ſurprized by 
the Indians. e 

By other Priſoners and Deſerters we were alſo told, that 
on calling over their Rolls, there were 240 Men and 19 
of their Indians miſſing; that there were great Diviſions 
among them, inſomuch that Don Antonio de Rodonds, 
who commanded the Cuba Forces, encamped ſeparate 
from thoſe of Auguſtine, and that the Commodore had 
ordered all his Seamen on Board. That Night the Ge- 
neral and 50 Men marched within a Mile of the Ene- 
my's Camp, intending to ſurprize them, but was pre- 
vented by the Treachery of a Frenchman, who was got 
among the Company of Boatmen, andfired his Piece, 
and gave Alarm to the Enemy, and then deferted to 
them. -When the General found his Intention diſ- 
covered to the Enemy, he ordered all his Drums to 
beat the Grenadiers March, and then returned to Fre- 
derice.” The Generel (he next Day, being the 131 
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of Fuly, in order to defeat the Informations of the 


French Deſerter, directed a Letter to be wrote and 
ſent by a Spaniſb Priſoner, who for the ſake of Money. 


the General gave him, and the Promiſe of Liberty, 


undertook to deliver it to the ſaid Frenchman, wherein 


he was inſtructed to acquaint the Enemy's Command- 
ing-Officer of the defenceleſs State of Frederica, and 
encourage; them, ro come up by Water under his Pi- 
bugs. Which Letter the Spaniſh Priſoner delivered 
to the Governor of Augu/tine, and it had ſo good an 
Effect, that the ſaid Frenchman was immediately taken 
into Cuſtody, and looked upon as a double Spy, and 
thereupon: put into Irons. The next Morning, being 
the 14th of Fuly, the Spaniards burned the Barracks 
and; Officers Houſes at Sr, Simon's, and Captain Hor- 
uns Houſe on Fekyll, and the ſame Night they reim- 
barked with ſo much Precipitation, that they left a 
Quantity of Ammunition, Proviſions, and ſome Guns 
behind them. th l | 

The 15th of Jah, all the large Veſſels, with the Cuba 
Forces on board, failed to the Soxzhward ; and the Go- 
vernor and Troops from Augu/tine, on board the ſmall 
Craft, went within Land, and encamped in St. An- 


drews,. and caught fifty Horſes, with a Deſign to carry 


them away; but on the General's appearing in his 
Boats, the Enemy ſhot the ſaid Horſes, and burnt the 
Fort and Houſes at St. Andrews, | 
The General next Day, being the 16th of Juh, fol- 
lowed the Spaniards with all his ſmall Craft, but was 
pat ſtrong enough to attack them. He landed a Man 
our of his Boat on Cumberland, who that Night paſ- 
ſed the Enemy's Camp, and early the next Morning 
came to Fort Milliam with Advice to Enſign Stewart, 
that the Spaniards were beat off St. Simon's, and that 
the General was coming with Succours, and ordered 
him to defend the Fort to the utmoſt. I 
The 28th of Jul, 28 Sail of Spaniſb Veſſels ap- 
cared off Fort William, 14 of which came within 
and attacked the Fort from their Galleys and 
other Veſſels, and attempted to land, but were re- 
ulſed by a Party of Rangers from behind the Sand- 
uE. E Stetuurt, who commanded: with 60 
en in the . it ſo bravely, that aft 
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an Attack of upwards of three Hours, they were obliged 
to put to Sea with conſiderable Loſs.

ry Orders for repairing Fort Milliam, and on the 
azad returned to Frederica. A few Days afterwards 
the Men of War from Charles-Town came off St. 
Simon's Bar; and Captain Thompſon, with ſome Vo- 
luntiers from Carolina, our Guard Schooner, and two 
Galleys, came iato St. Simon's Harbour; and Captain 
Hardy of the Rye Man of War, receiving a Meſſage 
from the General by Lieutenant AMaxtuell, who went

To theſe Accounts I ſhall add the following D&po- 
fition of Samuel Cloake, formerly belonging to his Ma- 
jeſty's Ship the Fla mbortugb; and taken Pr 
Auguftine' by the Spaniards in May, 1742. 


Frederica"in Grrgia, MP tr begins 
p HIS Depanent, being duly ſworn, ſaich, That he 
was put Priſoner on board a Ship called the Pretry 
Nancy, taken by the Spaniards from the Eighhhh, fit- 
ted out with 10 Carriage and fix Swivel-Guns, which 
was Part of the Fleet that carried the Troops from 
Auguſtine for the Invaſion of Gevygia and South Carolina: 
That ſhe had 150 Soldiers on board, beſides Sailors: 
That he counted 44 Sail, beſides the Launches and 
thoſe thar went in Land, and the Pettiauguas Which 
carried the Þid:ans: That they failed from Auguſtine 
the Beginning of June, and met with very hard Gales 
for three Days, which diſperſed the Fleet : That the 
chief Pilot on board the Commodore was one Parris, 
belonging to Port Royal in South-Carolina, and who 
was married there, and had a Plantation in that Pro- 
vince :' That they came to an Anchor with Part of the 
Fleet off Frederita Bar, to the Northward of it; and 
the Spaniards ſaid, that they ſhould not have found 
out Georgia, had it not been for Parris their Pilot: 
That they lay ſeveral Days at Anchor off the Bar; dur- 
ing which Time the Men were put into ſmall Boats in 
order to land; but ſeeing ſeveral Men marching on the 
Beach, they were afraid to land as they intended, and 
came on board again for about three Days. After hold- 
ing a Council of War, they were reſolved not to land 
any Men till they had made themſelves Maſters of the 
Harbour.

The Author of this Account adds fome Reflections

fitted out four Pettiaugers, with 160 Men (ſome of 
them runaway Negroes who had gone from their Maſ- 
ters in the Bay) with an Intent to have killed and 
deſtroyed the Inhabitants there. The Negroes were 
to-ſhew chem the Way to go to the ſeveral Houſes ; 
and accordingly they proceeded on their Expedition, 
and at the Mouth of the Bay found a large Craft, into 
which they got, and rowed to a Place where there 
was a Sloop, which they thought they could eaſily 
make themſelves Maſters of, and accordingly made 
haſte towards her; but, to their great Surprize, found 
it to be Captain Davidſon in a Rhode-Iſiand Privateer, 
who let them come near enough to him, fo as to have 
the Advantage of ſcouring their Hides, which he did, 
by firing among them his Great Guns, Small Arms, 
Se. which killed many of them, and the Survivors 
were ſo horribly ſurprized, that they immediately 
jumped over-board, which did not'wholly excuſe them, 
for ſeveral were killed as they were ſwimming for the 
Shore; alſo took four or five Priſoners, It is ſuppoſed 
that not more than 20 ſaved themſelves. Among thoſe 
that were killed were three or four of the old Renegado 
Captains that uſed to haraſs and plague our Englih 
Veſſels that uſed that Trade. |

When we conſider the calamitous Circumſtances 
to which this Province is reduced by the un- 
Conduct of our preſent Governor, it affords 
us et of great Concern, and renders it our Duty, 
oy the utmoſt Means in our Power, to retrieve them: 

o this End, permit us to remonſtrate ſome of the 
many Cauſes which have produced theſe Effects, and 
to point out to you thoſe Conſequences, which we 
fear may atrend the Continuation of this Gentleman in 
the Adminiſtration of the Government.

nor in an honourable Manner: But, until this Governor 
ſhall deſiſt from Attempts ſo apparently deſtructive of 
our Conftitution, we hope the Proprietors will think us

On the whole, give us Leave to obſerve, that in the 
Govdneſs of Soil and Climate, and Commodiguſtieſs of 
Situation, ſome of the neighbouring Colpnjes claim the 
Preference of us; bur in t Yeu!

17 is with very great Concern we find the Inhabitants 
of the Province are rendered ſo uneaſy by the Ef- 
ſects of the Controverſy that has ſubliſted between the 
Governor and the Houſe of Repreſentatives. 2 
They may reſt aſſured, that when any Gentleman in 
that Station ſhall be guilty of a Breach of the high 
Truſt repoſed in him, and, inſtead: of conſulting their 
Intereſt, take Mezfures deſtructive of their Rights and 
Privileges, we ſhall always be ready to make a new 
Appointment ; but at the ſame time a Governor is not 
to be condemned unheard, neither is ſuch a Con- 
ſtruction of thoſe Privileges to be allowed, as ſome 
| Dd 2 ; Per- 
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Perſons in all Governments may think proper to make. 
By the publick Proceedings of the Houſe, which 
you refer us to, we find their Difference with the Go- 
vernor began, not upon any real Grievance ſuffered 
under him, but upon his recommending to- them to 
make ſome Proviſion for the Defence of the Country, 
in purſuance of Inſtructions he had received from us, 
nd wherein (he truly informed them) we had in a ve- 
ry affectionate manner, deſired that Care might be 
taken of ſuch as conſcientiouſly refuſed to bear Arms, 

As this was, without doubt, the Duty of the Houſe 
of Repreſentatives to do, and his Duty to preſs upon 
them, and if done, had been for the common Securi- 
ty of every Perſon in the Province, we cannot ſee 
any Occaſion for that Diſpute, or how they could ex- 
pect to end ſuch a Controverſy, but by doing what is 
generally thought ſo abſolutely neceſſary. 

That Houſe, it is true, refuſed; allelging they could 
not core into any Meaſures for Defence, as they were 
conſcientiouſly perſuaded it would not be right for them 
ſo to do; and this Anſwer might have paſſed from them; 
but how themſelves, or other Perſons profeſſing the 
{ame Principles, can juſtify themſelves to the World, 
ia accepting of Seats in the Houſe, after they have de- 
clared they could not do a very material Part of the 
Duty of a Member of ſuch a Houſe, is not eafy for us 
to determine; and we mot ſeriouſly recommend this 
to your Conſideration, as you would in the general O-

vernment ; and cautioned you againſt following ſuch

The Diſpoſition of the publick Money, by Vote of 
PE Houſe, you ſeem to claim as a Right and Privi- 
ege. It is truc, by the Acts now in Force, the In- 
tereſt Money paid to the Loan-office, and the Produce 
of the Exciſe, are to be applied as you ſhall direct; 
but if you will look back to the Proceedings of former 
Aſſemblies, before the firſt Act for emitting Paper Bill 
of Credit, you will find the Money raiſed for the pub- 
lick Service, as it was raiſed by Act of Aſſembly to 
which the Governor gave his Aſſent, ſo it was appro- 
priated by the fame Act; and we have now before us 
two Acts for laying Duties and Exciſes on ſeyeral Com- 
modities to anſwer the Exigencies of Government, the 
one paſted the 11th and 12th of the late Queen's Reign, 
and the other the 1ſt of the late King's, wherein, af- 
ter the appropriating ſeveral Sums of Money for the 
Support of Government, the Reſidue (by the firſt Act) 
was to be diſpoſed of, as the Laws of this Province for 
the Time being ſhall direct, and not otherwiſe; and, 
(by the Taft) as the Governor and Aſſembly ot this 
Province for the Time being ſhall direct, and not o- 
therwiſe; and we conceive the other Acts paſſed for 
the ſame Purpoſes have appropriated the publick Mo- 
ncy in the ſame Manner, Thus you fee it is only by 
| a par- 
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2 particular Act that the Houſe of Repreſentatives are 
entitled to diſpoſe of the Money ariſing from ſuch Act, 
and not by any general Privilege at firſt granted to 


Any Diſputes on this Subject ſeem not to be be- 
tween a Governor and the People, but whether the 
People's. Repreſentatives ſhall have it in their Power 


to diſpoſe of the People's Money without any Check? 


No Governor has ever ſhewed an Inclination to pro- 
cure to himſelf the Power of appropriating the pub- 
lick Treaſure; if any one | hereafter ſhould, we ſhall 
be far. from giving Countenance to fuch an Attempt, 
The Money belongs to the People, and the more di- 
ſcult it is to appropriate any at it, the leſs Probability 
there is of having it unneceſlarily exp ende. 
A the Province, with regard to it's Trade and 
Number of Inhabitants, is confeſt to exceed moſt o- 
thers in America, we expected they would generouſly 
have contributed to the publick Expence upon the late 
very important Occaſion; (eſpecially as his Majeſty had 
in the moſt affectionate Manner recommended the vic- 

ing and tranſporting as many Men as could be 
raifed in Penhlvania, as 2 Service very acceptable to 
him, and their Mother-Country) and we muſt ſay, it 
is with the utmoſt Cancern: we obſerved the Houſe 
conduct themſelves in ſuch a Manner as to be thought 
unwilling to ſhew any Zeal for the King's Service, 
conſidering withal that they had never been called upon 
for any Contribution towards ſuch a publick Expence, 
ſince the Expedition formed againſt. Canada 38 Years 
ago, during which long Space of Time vaſt Sums have 
been paid by their Fellow-ſubjets; and it cannot be 
doubted but the giving a ſmall Sum of Money at the 


Time, and in the Manner it was deſired, might have 


been to the very great Reputation and Advantage of 
the Province, and could not but have much recom- 


mended them and their Intereſts. 


The -Oppoficion the Governor has met with, in Per- 
formance of his Duty, may have ſo affected him as; to 
ſuffer ſome Expreſſions to drop from his Pen that might 
have been better guarded; but as we are very conhdent 
he has too ſtrict a Regard to Jyltice, to form. any 


Schemes which, he can conceive, will be really prejudi- 
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cial to the Province, or to our Intereſt, we cannot 


join with you in your Conſtruction of them. 

As it does not appear to us that the Governor has 
any Deſigns prejudicial to your Conſtitution, we can 
by no Means return that Approbation you ſeem to ex- 
pect, of your withholding from him the Support always 
allowed, but we muſt deſire you'll coolly conſider the 


Juſtice and Fitneſs of any ſuch Reſolution, againſt a 


Gentleman, for endeavouring to enforce the King's 
and the Proprietors Inſtructions, given in the moſt ten- 
der Manner, for your own common Security and Be- 
nefit ; for, we muſt freely acquaint you, we ſee no 
original Ground for the Diſpute but that. 

We may add, that to Perſons leſs concerned in our 
Province than we are, or than yourſelves, (and-there- 
fore more indifferent Judges) the Governor's Conduct 
in that Affair has appeared in a very agreeable Light; 
and we could wiſh the Repreſentatives had prudently 


forborn any Thought of withholding his Support, and 


more eſpecially the Declaration of any Intention of 
that Sort, in an Addreſs wherein — complain 
of his aſſuming an arbitrary Power; as it affords the 
moſt plain Opportunity of uſing the Argument you 
yourſelves urge, that it may influence the Conduct of 
thoſe ſucceeding him, who from thence muſt needs 
learn, that unleſs they forbear repreſenting to the Aſ- 
ſembly, what the Crown commands, and the — — 
tors inſtruct them to recommend to them, their Con

All Magiſtrates, and other Officers, not — 
by Act of Aſſembly, are to be appointed by the Go- 
vernor, and, unleſs it is by Law otherwiſe i 
hold their Offices during his Pleaſure, as was the Caſe 
of the Magiſtrates, —. of the Attorney- General alſo, 
(however otherwiſe, at his Deſire, it might be expreſſ-

We are ſenſible of Services done by the late Attor- 
ney-General to our Intereſt, and ſhall always take care 
to atisy ſuch Perſons as we employ ; but for private 
Services, private Gratifications are the proper Reward, 
and we ſhall not at the publick Expence deſire to diſ- 
charge our private Obligations, 

We ſhall be very far from countenancing the Go- 
vernor in any thing that may be prejudicial to the Peo- 

you — and at the ſame time, we muſt free- 
—— your Houſe, when you refuſe to do what 
appears to be your Duty for the Security of the Pro- 
vince, or interfere with the executive Part of Govern- 
ment; we hope there is not, nor ever will be Occaſi- 
on to repreſent the Province as under calatnitous Cir- 
cumftances; it ſhall be our conſtant Care to prevent 
every Calamity to it. If any Attempt ſhould ever be 
made to the rejudice of the juſt Rights of the Free- 
men oi the Province, as it hitherto has been ſo it ſhall 
be our Endeavour to defeat it; we have a molt tender 
and afſectionate Concern for the Welfare of the whole 
Body of the Inhabitants, and of every Part of them,

We were the more 
ſurprized at this News becauſe it was unexpected: And 
Cardinal Flewry and the Miniſtry in general heard of 
it with no ſmall Concern. The King who gave great 
Heed to this Event, immediately called a Council Ex- 
traordinary, in order to deliberate with his Miniſters 
on the new Inſtructions to be ſent to M. de Buſy 7: 
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In the mean Time Notice has been ſent to that Mini- 
ſter, that as ſoon as the new Miniſtry is ſettled, he 
muſt reſume the Nogotiations he had begun with the 
late one, in order to ſtrengthen the good Underſtand- 
ing between France and Great Britain, and prevail 
upon that Court to concur in the propereſt Meaſures 
for reſtoring a petfect Tranquillicy in Europe. Never- 
theleſs, as ſome unſoreſeen Events may obſtruct this 
Work, the Court were reſolved to prepate for the 
worſt, and to put the Marine in à good Condition.

F ROM the Poſture of Affairs in Italy at the End of

_ evacuated the whole Dutchy of Saver, Mid encamped

ing by their Reinforcements become much ſuperior 
to the King of Sardinia, he began in his Turn to re- 
tire; and having withdrawn his Troops from Chan- 
berry and the other adjacent Places, the Spaniard;

King of Sardima with his Army retired next Day to 
Mentmeltan, and the Day following to Peter dA. 
bigney, without attempting to oppoſe the Entry of the 
Spaniſh Army into his Country, or to give them the 
leaſt , Diſturbance in their March, which was a Sur- 
priſe to moſt People, and occaſioned various Specula- 
tions; but theſe, as well as his future Conduct, I muſt

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Soon after this Admiral's Arrival, he cauſed to 
be declared to the Senate of Genoa by the Britiſb 
Conſul there, * That as the Friendſhip of the 
© King of Great Britain ought to be dear to that Re- 
6 publick, it was hoped that the Senate would be at- 
© tentive to preſerve it in the preſent Circumſtances, 
© by hindering their Subjects from carrying any Pro- 
viſions to the Spanyb Squadron on the Coaſts of Pro- 
© vence.” Wherero the Republick anſwered, * That as 
© it propoſed to obſerve an exact Neutrality, it was not 
© poſlible for it to prohibit its Subjects from trading upon 
© the Coaſt of Provence: That it was their Bulineſs to 
© judge of the Riſk which they run by continuing it, 
* whea both the Britiſb and Spaniſh Squadrons were off 
of that Coaſt ; and that all the Senate was capable of 
* doing, and which was conſiſtent with its Neutrality, 
was, itſelf to ſupply neither Party with any Succour.“ 
And in a little Time after, he ſent them the follow- 
ing Meſſage : That as he had Orders to oppoſe any 
* Succours from coming to the Hands of the Spa- 
* nards, he hoped that the Republick would obſerve 
© a ſtrict Neutrality; would not only forbear to fur- 
© niſh them with Proviſions or Forage, but would alſo 
deny them a Paſſage through their Territories.” To 
which the Senate gave for Anſwer, © That being well 
© acquainted with the Rules of. Neutrality, they were 
© reſolved inviolably to maintain one ; but with Re- 
gard to the Paſſage of Troops through their Terri- 
© tories, be they of what Power ſoever, the Republick 
© was not in a Condition to oppoſe it, and that they 
© could do nothing more than proteſt againſt all ſuch 

© as ſhould attempt it without their Conſent.” 
As the Senate thus pretended they could not prevent 
their Subjects from furniſhing Proviſions to the Spa- 
niards, nor hinder any foreign Troops from entering 
their Territories, the Eugliſßi Men of War thought they 
had a Right to enter their Territories, and deſtroy ſuch 
Magazines as they knew to have been laid up or bought 
there by the Spaniards; and accordingly about the End 
of Auguſt, they landed near St. Remo, and burnt 250

This however occaſioned great Uneaſineſs at Ge- 
noa, and their Uneaſineſs was increaſed by the Bri-

a Ship of 72 Guns and 700 Men, which had put into 
that Iſland near Ajaccio, in a very diſtreſſed Condition, 
having loſt all her Maſts in a Storm which the French 
and Spaniſh Squadrons met with in their Return from 
Italy to Toulon, 
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In January, ſeveral Shocks of an Earthquake were Terribe 
felt at Leghorn, by which ſome of the Churches and Eerchquake 


Houſes were damaged, whereupon all publick Diver- 
ſions were forbidden, and Prayers put up in all the 
Churches; but on the 27th a Stop was put to Prayers 
as well as Diverſions, for there was that Day ſuch a 
violent Shock that all the Churches were either thrown 
down, or ſo much injured as to make it dangerous to 
go into them, and moſt of the Houſes in that po- 
pulous City were rendered uninhabirable, by which 
Accident at ſuch a rigorous Seaſon the People were re- 
duced to the utmoſt Diſtreſs, all Trade and Buſineſs 
being at a ſtand, and all Perſons of any Subſtance re- 
tired to Houſes in the adjacent Country, ſo that the Poor 


were forced to lie in the open Streets or Fields, and 


many of them deſtitute of every Thing neceſſary for 
the Support of Life, In theſe melancholy Circum- 
ſtances the Britiſb Factory there ſhewed their Huma- 
nity and Generoſity, in a very ſingular Manner, to all 
the Poor of their Acquaintance, and even to the Poor 
in general, by making a publick Collection among 
themſelves of upwards of 200 /. Sterling, which was 
put into the Hands of the Rector of the City, to be 
diſtribured by him to ſuch as ſhould appear to be the 
greateſt Objects. There were two ſmall Shocks af- 
terwards, which continued the Alarm for ſome Days, 
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but their Apprehenſions being at laſt over, the People

In the mean while the Infantry of the main Body was 
engaged with that of the Enemy.

The Pruſian Foot, tho 
repulſed; rallied every Time, and till returned to the 
Charge in good Order: Moreover, it was ſuperior in 
Number to ours, and was continually reinforced during 
the Action.

Our Horſe have ſuſtained but an inconſi- 
derable Loſs, not above 600 Men at moſt. Except 
what has been mentioned concerning the plundering 
of the Enemy's Baggage all the Troops fought with 
the utmoſt Intrepidiry. The Major-Generals. Fraten- 
berg and Fel, and Colonel Furs are killed. The 
Major-Generals Marſhal and Pa//ant, and the Colo- 
nels T hierhim and Liviugſlein, with Baron Hagenback, 
are the principal Officers wounded. We are perſuaded. 
the Enemy's Loſs is greater than ours. We took from 
them 14 Standards, and two Pair of Colours, and up- 
wards of 1000Prifoners,among whom is Major-General 
Wirdeck, who is ſince dead of his Wounds, beſides a. 
Colonel, two Lieutenant- Colonels, and many other 
Officers. We alſo took 2000 of their Horſes; from 
whence we conclude that their Cavalry has either ſuf- 
fered extremely, or that it is in a manner quite ruined. 
Let that be as it will, it is certain that none of their 
Cavalry followed us in our Retreat.

© and raiſe the Blockade in the Winter, When his 
Excellency had once taken this Reſolution, he inſi-
